" original model of cipher device Jt-138" and said that 
the model and a duplicate vas made by you at Ft.

We are very glad to have these photographs for our 
historical records and I would have sent you a personal 
note of acknowledgement long ago had It not been for 
the fact that I had a recollection of having come across 
something very closely related to the subject when going 
through some old files. I had put the thing avay and 
then could not remember where, but Z knew it would 
turn up sooner or later. The other day it did turn up 
and I am sending you a photograph of the thing. 

This would appear to be the very first model of 
your form of the strip cipher system. The strips them- 
selves are about 1/8 w vide and 6" long. They were 
placed within two slots cut in a piece of cardboard 
on which appears your name probably written by yourself. 
When I came across this thing I made the note on the 
thing vhlhh you see in my handwriting at the top of the 
photograph. Can you now verify my remarks?
